The police announced Saturday that it 
was Mrs. McVean who wrote all the letters, 
and mailed herself the poisoned cau‘ly. 
‘Detectives have worked 6n the casa, and 
it is sald they are in possession of evidence 
that will substantiate this theory. This po- 
lice theory is vigorously denied. 

' Mrs. F. M.*MecVean lives at 4015 Cook 
avenue, with her sister, a Mrs. Megraw. 

There are other persons who figure cx- 
tensively in this most remarkable case. 
The other principals are: 

Mrs: W. H. Graham and her 22-year-old 
daughter, Zoe, who live at 3113 Chestnut 
etreet; Dr. Frank Glasgow, a well-known 
physician, living at 3894 Washington boule- 
vard; Miss Elnora Henley, a saleswoman 
at the Busy Bee candy store, and détec- 
tives, police, etc. 

The Grahams say they have known Mrs. 
McVean far some years, but deny that 
they were ever on intimate terms. Mrs. Me- 
Vean told the police that she believed the 
scurrilous letters were written by Miss 
Zoe Graham, and that she also sent the 
poisoned candy. 

For nearly a month Chief of Detectives 
Desmond and two of his men, Keeley and 
Cordell, have been-working on the etrange 
case. They now think they have reached 
the bottom, and will turn the case over to 
the United States Posta] authorit.es.

One night nearly a month ago Mrs. Mc- 
Veun went to the home of Chief of Detec- 
tives Desmond and mysteriously asked a 
private interview with him. She said it wae 
& matter of the greatest importance. When 
informed that the Chief was not at home 
she said she would wait for him. When 
Chief Desmong reached home he found the 
woman apparently hysterical. She appeared 
afraid of everyone and would only speak to

Chief Desmond was greatly puzzled. He 
questioned the woman cloeely, but he could 
detect no weak spot in her story. He 
asked her who her physician was. She re- 
plied that Dr. Frank Glasgow of 3894 Wash- 
ington boulevard was attending her. Then 
she told the chief that Dr. Glasgow had 
also received letters denouncing her.

The letters continued 
to come, and Mrs. McVean appeared to be 
on the verge of a nervous collapse. Still 
there was no clew to the eender of the let- 
ters, 

Two weeks ago there was a startling turn 
in the mysterious case. When the detec- 
tives called on Mrs. McVean she showed 
them a box of candy that she had received 
through the mails. The address was the 
same as on all of the letters. 

Mrs. McVean said she feared it was polis- 
oned and she tasted none of it. jere 
was a clew at last, the detectives thought. 
On the box were the words, ‘‘from the 
Busy Keo Candy Store.’’ 

The detectives took the candy to police 
headquarters. It was examined by Chiefs 
Campbell and Desmond. The candy was 
preserved fruits of the choicest make. 

It was enclosed In a fancy box and the 
marks on the box showed that it alone cost 
2% cents. 

Chief Campbell divided the confection into 
two equal parte. One half he locked in his 
desk. The other was sent to City Chemist 
Teicimann with instructions to make a 
careful analysis. 

Then the detectives visited the Busy Bee 
candy store, talking the box with them. 
They inquired of all the salesgirls and were 
becoming despondent of ever finding whom 
they were searching for. It was then that 
they spoke to Miss Elnora Henley, one of 
the saiesgirls 

She remembered the box. She also re- 
membered the woman she sold it to. She 
forgot, for the time being, the name of 
the purchaser, but she had a card in her 
purse that would recall it. 

The detectives were astonished beyond 
measure when Miss Henley returned and 
exhibited a handsomely engraved card 
bearing the name, “Mrs. F. Al. McVean.”’ 
Under the name, written in lead pencil, 
was the address, ‘4015 Cook avenue.” 

“Miss Henley told the detectives that she 
recalled the transaction thoroughly. Mrs. 
McVean asked her about a certain person 
who Miss Henley knew. When Mrs. Mc- 
Vean left ehe gave her the card. 

Matters were allowed to remain in this 
state until Friday, when City Chemist 
Teichmarn sent to Ch.ef Camppell the re- 
sult of his analysis.

Mrs. McVean thought that 
M:ss Graham was sending her the letters 
to frighten her and was also sending Dr. 
Glasgow the letters so as to poison his mind 
against her.

HEROIC WOMAN ONE VICTIM. 


PROPRIETRESS SOUGHT TO SAVE 
THE LIFE OF A GUEST. 


Mrs. Withey First Rescued Her Chil- 
dren and Then Went Back Into 
the Flames to Aid an Aged 
Man Wuo Was Ill. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 4—In a board- 
ing house fire early this morning three 
persons were burned to death. The dead 
are: 

MISS HELEN ROSE. 

MRE. MATTIE WITHEY, proprietress, 

JAMES C. HALL. 

Ben Fairchild, painfully burned. 

Miss Mary Hall, burned about the face. 

The boarding house was at the northeast 
corner of Seventh and Cook etreets, a large 
two-story brick structure. The boarding 
house was conducted by Mrs.Mattie Withey 
and she proved her heroism when the test 
came and gave up her life in a futile effort 
to save the inmates of her establishment. 
At 5:30 o'clock this morning Ralph Withri, 
One of Mrs. Withey’s four children was 
awakened by the roar of the flames. He at 
once awakened his mother and together 
they got the other children out of the 
ouse. The boy ran to turn the fire alarm 
and Mrs. Withey returned to the building to 
heip out a Mr. Hall, a man of Sv Who lay 
ill in the second story. 

The screams of the awakening inmates 
aroused those who were still asleep and fig- 
ures ran about the hallways ina bewilder- 
ing way, dressed only in their sleeping 
gowns. The entire building was quickly 
enwrapped in flames and smoke. 

Mrs. Withey succeeded in getting to 
Hall's room and later her charred and un- 
recognizable body was found. Hall was 
found in the room. His body was charred. 

Miss Rose was seen in the lower hallway 
by groping boarders and when she _ suc- 
ceeded in reaching the outer door, she fell 


dead in the arms of Ralph Withri. 


Miss Mary Hall, the daughter of the dead 
man, was nearly suffocated when she 
awoke. She with difficulty found an exit 
and was painfully burned. 

Thomas Stacey, a reveling salesman, and 
his wife, roomed near the front door, and 
they escaped in their night clothes un- 
harmed. Lochman -and Bullard, room- 
mates, escaped with difficulty by swinging 
out of a window. In the meantime, . the 
neighbors had been aroused, and the shiv- 
cring men aid women were taken into 
warm houses. 

There were 20 peonle in the house. The 
bodies of the dead have been found, and a 
coroner’s inquest will be held this after- 
noon 

Mr. Hall has been a grocer here for years. 
His family consists of grown sons and 
daugnters. one. Albert Hall, being em- 
ployed by the Armour Packing Co. in East 
St. Louie, and another, Clark Hall, is em- 
ployed in a St. Louis dry goods store. 

Miss Rose was a sister of Mrs. John Mc- 
Creery, wife of the owner of the St. Nicho- 
las Hotel. She was an elderly woman, 

Mrs. Withey has conducted this place for 
years, and it was patronized by the best 
people. She was the divorced wife of Al- 
bert Withey, a wealthy carriage manufac- 
turer. Mrs. Withri was also quite well 
known throughout the State, having been 
Stete President of the Daughters of Re- 
bekah and for many years prominently 
identified with that order. 

he origin of the fire is not known, but 
is supposed to have been a defective flue. 
The ‘nterior of the house was totally de- 
stroyed,. leaving only the brick walls stand- 
ing. The loss is probablv $10.000, partially 
covered by insurance. 

Ry mistake what was intended for a fire 
alarm brought only the patrol wagon, and 
it was 2 minutes before the fire depart- 
ment arrived.

PRESIDENT BLACKSTONE IS. OP- 
POSED TO THE SCHEME. | 


He Does Not Favor Making the Sale 
and States His Reason in a 
Circular to Those Most 
Interested.

CHICAGO, Feb. 4—T. 3B. Blackstone, 
President of the Chicago & Alton road Is- 
sued a circular letter to the stockholders 
to-day which ie likely to create a sensation 
in railroad and financial circles. The cir- 
cular will accompany that sent out by J. J. 
Mitchell, submitting to the vote of stock- 
holders, the proposition to sell the road to 
a syndicate at $175 a share for the common 
and $200 for the preferred stock. While no 
positive advice is tendered the stockholders 
in Mr. Blackstone’s circular, no one can 


read it without being convinced that the 
writer is bitterly opposed to the adoption 
of the proposition. From the beginning, 
the negotiations it is said, have been car- 
ried on in opposition to Mr. Blackstone's 
views and wishes. It was Mr. Blackstone s 
veto that prevented the sale of the Chi- 
cago & Alton to the Kansas City Pittsburg 
& Guif road. The present proposition may 
be more favorable from several view 
points, ‘but it apparently still falls short of 
being what, in Mr. Blackstone's opinion, 
would be fair to all the ‘stockholders of the 
Chicago & Alton. 

In the circular issued to-day Mr. Black- 
stone points out that the road has been 
fhrouakeut the whole period of business de- 
pression paying 7 per cent dividends; oat 
the earnings at the present tme woulc 
justify the directors in paying 5 per cent, 
but due consideration for the physical con- 
dition of the road has induced them to 
pureue the conservative pol.cy of reserving 
large amounts for its improvements. The 
circular further deals with the fact that 
the bond issue of the road will mature in 
less than three years and can be refunded 
for less than one-half the present rate of 
interest, standing offers having been re- 
ceived for the full amount required to carry 
through this plan. When that has been done 
there will not only be a reasonable proba- 
bility, but a certainty, that the property, if 
managed as it has been, will then be able 
to pay stockholders lo per cent’ on thelr 
holdings. 


RUMORED RAILWAY DEAL. 


Seaboard Air Line Said to Have Been 


Added to Memphis Route. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 4.—Among the 
many rumors current in the South regard- 
ing the sale and consolidation of the rail- 


roads is one to-day, to the effect that the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Rail- 
road has purchased the Seaboard Air Line 
and will reach Birmingham from Atlanta 
by using the East and West Railroad. 
This line runs from Cartersville, Gas to 
Pell City, Ala., and would still leave a gap 
between Atlanta and Cartersville. This 
point, however, is reached by the Western 
& Atlantic, with whom the Seaboard Air 
Line already has a working arrangement. 
The Georgia & Alabama, which is generally 
supposed to have been acquired recently 
by the Seaboard, is also mentioned in the 
deal. The purchase which would give a 
direct line to the Atlantic’ Ocean from the 
West is a connection long desired by the 
“Memphis Route."’ The rumor does not re- 
ceive much credence in Atlanta, nor is it 
believed that the conference at Aragon 
yesterday between C. H. Cappa, General 
Freight Agent of the Seaboard, and Maj. 
A. Pope, General Freight and Passenger 
Agent of the Georgia & Alabama, had 
anything to do with it. However, Presi- 
dent Washburn of the ‘““Memphis Route’ 
was recently in conference at Montgomery 
with the officials of the Georgia & Ala- 
bama, and to this railroad attach much 
significance.

United States Cast Iron and Foundry Co., 
and will have a capitalization of $21,000,000, 
divided into $12,000,000 of 7 per cent non- 
cumulative preferred and _ $12,000,000 of 
common stock. Th@ combination wiil be 
made upon the American Pipe and Foundry 
Co., Dennis, Long & Co., Addleston Pipe 
and Steel Co., Lake Shore Foundry Co., 
Ohio Pipe Co., Buffalo Pipe Co., McNeal 
Pipe and Foundry Co., and National Pipe 
and Foundry Co. These eight concerns 
are said to control more than 9% per cent 
of the total output of cast iron pipe in the 
country. More than one-half of the capital

Charged With Theft. 


ARRESTED AS SHOPLIFTERS. 


THE BOY CONFESSED, BUT “TOOK 
IT ALL BACK.” 


Mother and Son Had Articles on Them 
Which the Pojice Allege They 
Can Prove Were Stolen 
From Barr’s. 


Mre. Wilhelmina Altrup and her 14-year- 
old son are prisoners in the matron’s room 
at the Four Courts, charged with shoplift- 
ing.

FIFTY YEARS A ST. LOUISAN. 


Former River Man and More Recently 
a Billiard Hall Proprietor, 71 
Years Old, Kills Himself. 


James Garwood, formerly proprietor of a 
billiard room at Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street, committed sulcide Saturday morning 
by shooting himself through the head. 

He was 71 years old and was a citizen of 
St. Louis for 530 years. 

He and his wife lived in the second floor 
flat, 2606 Olive street. 

About 9:15 o’clock the woman who occu- 
ples the lower flat heard Mrs. Garwood 
scream. She rushed upstairs and found 
Mrs. Garwood almost in hysterics, bending 
over the form of her husband, who lay 


dead on the bed. 

No one in the house heard the shot. Be- 
fore committing the deed, Mr. Garwood 
carefully closed the doors leading ‘to his 
room. 

Mrs. Garwood says she and her husband 
were going out. Mr. Garwood was not quite 
ready and she went down into the hall to 
wait for him. After waiting about five 
minutes she thought it strange that he did 
not come. She went to his room and found 
him dead with a bullet wound in his head 
and a revolver by his side. 

Garwaqoed was formerly one of the best- 

known river men in St. Louis. He worked 
as a steamboat engineer for 45 years. In 
1885 and 1886 he was employed as engineer 
at the Waterworks by Gen. John D. John- 
son. About 10 years ago he gave up his 
work as engineer and started a billiard hall 
at Jefferson avenue and Olive street. He 
remained there until shortly after last 
FeNnccpay = yighe The windows still bear the 
eign: “Garwoeod’s Billiard Hall.’’ His bus!l- 
ness was not prosperous, and it is thought 
that that, together with despondency over 
sickness from which he recovered about 
pa ys weeks ago, was the cause of hia sul- 
cide. 
Mr. Garwood was born in Steubenville, 
O., in 1828. He came to St. Louis in 1848, 
and in 1849 he married Mrs. Nancy Wilson 
of Louisville. They made their home in St. 
Louis since their marriage. 

Mrs. Garwood says that her husband has

QUESTION GOES TO EXPERTS. 


Naval Board Will Consider ‘Relative 
Justice in Cases of Sampson 
and Schley. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—To insure the 
submission to the Senate of an unbiased 
report relative to the promotion of Rear 
Admirals Sampson and Schley, Secretary 
Long has assembled a board of naval of- 
ficers to carefully examine all records and 
obtain the facts bearing upon the conduct 
of both officefs during the war with Spain. 

This board consists of Capt. R. D. Evans, 
who commanded the battleship Iowa in 
the Santiago engagement; Capt. H. C. Tay- 
lor, who was in command of the battleship 
Indiana; Lieut. W. J. Sears, who was Rear 


Admiral Schley’s flag lieutenant, and En- 
sign H. H. Ward, assistant to Capt. Crow- 
inshield. Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 

Capt. Evans was attached to the flying 
squadron which left Hampton Roads under 
command of Commodore Schley and which 
proceeded to Cienfuegos, and finally to San- 
tiago. Capt. Taylor was attached to Rear 
Admiral Sampson’s command in front of 
Havana during the anxious days when the 
whereabouts of Cervera’s squadron were 
unknown, and went to Santiago in com- 
mand of the fleet which convoyed Gen. 
Shafter’s army. Lieut. Sears is regarded 
as Rear Admiral Schiey’s direct represen- 
tative, as he was a member of his staff 
during the entire time Rear Admiral Schley 
was afloat. Mr. Ward was not connected 
with either squadron, his duty having been 
of a secret nature and calling him to Porto 
Rico. 

Secretary Long believes the report of the 
poard will bear out the action of ‘e Pres- 
ident. It ia expected that the |. ird will 
be engaged several days in its work.

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OLO MANS SUICIDE, CAPTURE OF HINDMAN 


QUICK APPREHENSION OF A DAN- 
GEROUS FUTIGIVE. 


ARRESTED AT UNION STATION. 


Detective John Howard Credited by 
His Chief With an Excel- 
lent Piece of Work. 


One of the most important captures 
effected by the 8t. Louis detective 
force for a long time was the arrest of 
Lucius KE. Hindman, the youthful gambler 


wanted in Sedalia, Mo., on the charge of 
murder. 

It was done by John Howard, who 
has been a detective for sixteen years. 
and there is not a detective anywhere who 
knows more criminals than he. He is 
43 or 44 years old and is rather below si 
medium in height and not heavily built. i)

has gray hair, rather closely cropped, and 
a short iron gray mustache. He has large 
blue eyes and never gets excited. No one 
ever saw Johnny Howard in a hurry, yet 
he never missed anything because he was 
slow. In fact he is not slow. He just gives 
one that impression. He is married and 
has an interesting family of four children 
and lives at 3741 Finney avenue. 

For many years he has been detailed to 
cover Union Station. He is there every 
morning and evening and sees nearly every- 
body who comes or goes. Thousands of 
people know by sight the plain little, un- 
assuming man, always modestly attired, 
who seems to have nothing in particular to 
do but just walks, apparently listless, about 
that ‘big structure. But few of them 
know, however, that he is a detective, and 
that he sees just about all that goes on 
in and around that big building. 

He was at Union Station Thursday night 
as usual. When the Missouri Pacific train 
backed in under the sheds Detective How- 
ard took up his place where he could see 
everyone who passed, His attention was 
directed toward one particular passenger. 
This passenger appeared to be about 22 or 
23 years old. Though he was clad in the 
garb of a backwoodsman the man did not 
appear at ease. The clothes were new, too. 
His walk was unnatural. Howard knew 
the man was shamming. He watched the 
more closely and as the fellow walked 
across the midway the detective noticed 
his shoees were remarkably thin—just the 
shoes a backwoodsman would not wear. 
The fellow’s face, too, showed that he was 
not what he wanted people to _. believe. 
Howard suspected he was fleeing from jus- 
tice and determined to halt him. The de- 
tective then recalled the newspaper story 
he had read that morning of the Sedalia 
murder, in which Lucius E. Hindman, a 
young gambler, had killed Oscar Strain, a 
railroad engineer. 

Howard determined to try it on this line. 
He approached the young man and this 
conversation ensued: 

“Pardon me, ecir,’’ said Howard. ‘But I 
must ask you where you are from?” 

“T am from Smithsville, Mo., and my 
name is Joseph Russell.”’ 

“Ts that so? Well, what is your busi- 
ness?’’ 

“T am a lumberman.” 

“How is crap shooting down at Smith- 
ville?’’ 

“IT haven’t shot any craps in a long time.” 

“When were you in Sedalia last?’’ 

“Not for a month or more,” 

‘“‘Now, what’s the use of telling me that?’ 
said Howard,in a tone that he had not 
used. Looking squarely into the fellow’s 
eyes he continued: 

“You know your name is not Russell as 
well as I do. What did you want to shoot 
that engineer in Sedalia for’’ 

“I don’t know what you 
about. I never shot anybody. 

“Well, Hindman, or Russell, if you prefer 
that name, we will go down to see the 
Chief. Maybe he will find out who you are 
before he gets through with you.” 

Then Howard didn’t do something that 
the nove) detectives always do. He didn't 
slip the ‘‘darbies” over the fellow’s wrists. 
He simply told Hindman to walk ahead of 
him and not to make any attempt to es- 
cape or he would be shot down. Howard 
talked in a low, steady voice and the fel- 
low knew he meant it. 

When they got out of the station the 
patrol wagor was called. Seated by the 
detective’s side Hindman weakened. 

“Well, I guess you've got me dead to 
rights,’’ said Hindman, “and there’s no use 
in denying it any longer. I will confess.”’ 

“Oh, it doesn’t make much difference, 
but you may tell if you want to. You 
might as well save your story for Desmond, 
though.’’

HINDMAN ARRIVES AT SEDALIA. 


Police Believe That His Friends Fur. 
nished His “Farmer’s” Disguise. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SEDALIA, Mo., Feb. 4.—Lucius E. Hind4- 
man, charged with the murder of Oscar 


Strand, arrived here this morning from st. 
Louis in the custody of Officer Turner. The 
risoner was met at the M., K, & T. depor 
by quite a crowd of spectators, among the 
number being several representatives of 
the sporting fraternity, warm persona! 
friends of the accused. Hindman was 
turned over to Sheriff Willilama, and en- 
tering the carriage in waiting was driven 
to the county jail. 

The prisoner had discarded the farmer 
disguise in which he was attired when ar- 
rested in St. Louls, and looked more like 
a well-dressed, well-fed bank clerk than a 
murderer and professional gambler. He 
still eticks to the story he told in Friday's 
Post-Dispatch about having spent the lat- 
ter part of Thursday night with a farmer 
four miles east of Sedalia apd going the 
next morning to Smithton. where he  pur- 
chased bis disguise, but the local authori- 
tiles feel confident that they will be able 
to show that the “farmer” clothing was 
furnished bv friends here and that they 
drove him to Smithton, where he boarded 
the Missouri Pacific train. Dur'ng the fore- 
noon Hindman had a consultation with his 
attorneys, after which the latter conferred 
with County Attorney Steele, and it was 
decided that the preliminary exam!nation 
of the actused would not be heid until 
some time next w ,

Two Men Believed to Be 
Counterfeiters Arrested. 


CLAIM THEY HAVE NO HOME. 


THEY WEAR GOOD CLOTHES AND 
CARRY BAD MONEY. 


Assistant District Attorney Sessing- 
haus Says a Band of Counterfeit- 
ers Has Been Circulating Spu- 
rious Coin in St. Louis.

William Campbell and William Hough 
were arrested Saturday morning at 
Fifteenth street and Cass avenue. It is 
claimed that they tried to pass counterfeit 


silver dollars on several merchants in that 
vicinity. 

Complaint was made to Policeman 
John Coppinger by Charles Lorenzen, a 
Srocer at 1501 Cass avenue. Lorenzen says 
the men presented a bad dollar to him in 
payment for groceries and he refused to ac- 
cept it. They offered no other money in 
place of the counterfeit and Lorenzen de- 
cided to have them arrested. . 

The prisoners were taken to the Four 
Courts, where they were questioned at 
length. They refused to tell where they 
lived, claiming that they.had no home. 

Asssistant United States District At- 
torney Oscar F. Sessinghaus “sweated” 


them for an hour. At the conclusion of 
the interview he said: “I regard the cap- 
ture as a highly important one. 

An organized gang of counterfeiters has 
been flourishing in and around St. Louis 
for some time. We have laid hands on 
two or three of their members, and the 
rin leaders may not now be at large. 

e have been notified: repeatedly re- 
cently that spurious coin was poe cir- 
culated in various parts of St. ouis. 
Saloonkeepers were gem 4 the victims. 

Government secret service officials have 
been on the lookout for the culprits. When 
we got Matthews and Carter a short time 
azo we thought we had the chief offenders, 
They are now serving time in the Peniten- 
tiary. But counterfeits continue to be cir- 
culated, particularly in the section bound- 
ed A Franklin and Cass avenues, and ex- 
tending from Jefferson avenue to Seventh 
street. 

“I think Campbell and Hough will con- 
fesse. They will not tell where they live, 
which leads me to believe they may have 
a counterfeiter’s den in St. Louis.”’ 

Campbell is about 26 years old, and has 
a pleasant face. He is of light complexion: 
has piercing blue eyes and.a short blonde 
mustache. He wore a brown top coat, 
turned down collar, black tie, dark coat 
and vest and gray trousers. 

He declined to talk to a reporter.. 

“What's the good?’ he said. You'll say 
I’m a crook anyway, and make al] the 
more out of it, because I’m dressed de- 
cently.”’ 

Hough was equally non-communicative. 
His apparel was not so good as that of 
his companion. He had a dejected léok, 
while Campbell was all defiance. 

Hough is not more than 25 years old. 

A young man circulated bad _ dollars 
around Union Station several days ago. 
Barney Frauenthal, Superintendent of the 
Information Bureafl, yreceiv one but 
promptly forced it back on the man who 
gave it to him. 

A stranger also tried to pass a spurious 
dollar at the lunch gtand in the emigrant 
apartments. His description corresponded 
with that of one of the men under arrest. 

The silver dollar found on Campbell] and 
Hough are excellent imitations,but they are 
light weight. 

Mr. Sessinghaus declares that hundreds 
ef them have been passed in St. Louis. 


FIGHT AGAINST THE SALOONS: 


Organized Movement Begun at a Meet- 
ing Saturday Afternoon at Cen- 
tral Christian Church. 


President C, N. Howard of Rochester, 
N. Y., of the Prohibition Union of Christian 
Men, will lead the meeting to be held at 
Central Christian Church Saturday after- 
noon.

DENVER, Colo., Feb. 4.—The storm sit- 
uation over Colorado has not changed for 
the better. With each hour come reports 
of fresh disaster and greater alarm for the 
imprisoned villagers and mining camps. 

A dispatch from Breckenridge says 25 
men working near the small mining camp 
of Alicant are burled under a gigantic 
snowslide. Another telegram from the 
same point said that three men had been 
carried away bv a slide near Dillon Camp. 

It is announced that a party has been 
fitted out at Breckenridge and sent to Ali- 
cante. They have 20 miles to travel and 
will not return before night. 

The loss to the railways in this State is 
estimated at $25,000 a mew Not less than 
1000 men have been shoveling snow for sev. 
eral days. Over 500 miles of rvuad in the 
mountains have been at times shut off from 
communication with the main lines. 

On the mountains thousands of cattle are 
freezing and starving to death, but noth- 
ing can be done to save them. 

The Weather Bureau predicted continues 
cold weather and another snowfall.

The Denver & Rio Grande and Colorado

If they vote aye when their 
names are called Monday the treaty will 
be ratified; if they vote no it will be re- 
jected. 

The -treaty Senators now number 58, ac- 
cording to the “official’’ count of Senator 


Hanna and Senator Dodge. On the other 
hand, Senator Jones of Arkansas has 
brought an “official” poll, claiming 33 votes 
against the treaty. In this list are the 
names of Kenney of Delaware and Jones 
of Nevada. The administration claims 
Kenney, but that Senator told a prominent 
Western Senator late last night that he 
would vote against the treaty. 

There is no disguising the fact that the 
administration Senators are badly scared. 
President McKinley has been told by half 
a dozen Senators that the result is in doubt, 
with the indications pointing to a rejection 
of the treaty. Senator Akin told him the 
Situation was grave and that he must not 
be surprised if the treaty is beaten.

MAY TREAT WITH AGUINALDO. 


Success in Conciliating Gomez Creates 
Hope of Further Compromise. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Believing that 
the pacification of Cuba is assured‘as a re- 
sult of the conciliation of Gen. Gomez, ad- 
ministration officials are urging the Presi- 
dent to take action looking to the concilia- 


tion of Aguinaldo and securing his co-op- 
eration in settling the Philippine question. 

The authorities are confident that there 
will be no trouble in accomplishing the 
disbandment of the Cuban Army, now that 
its leader has consented to aid the Presi- 
dent in bringing peace to the island. Gen. 
Gomez's dispatch to the President was 
most flattering. He presented his compli- 
ments and said he would be very glad to 
comply with the wishes of the President 
and that he would go to Havana and con- 
fer with Gen. Brooke relative to the settie- 
ment of questions concerning the affairs 
of the island. Secretary Hay, by direction 
of the President, immediately sent a con- 
gratulatory cablegram to Mr. Porter for 
transmission to Gen. Gomez. In view of 
this satisfactory outcome in Cuba it is 
urged by some that a similar experiment 
should be tried with Aguinaldo. 

Advices from Gen. Otis show that cond!l- 
tions in the archipelago are improving. He 
states that he is confident that when the 
treaty of peace shall have been ratified the 
opposition to American control will col- 
lapse. Gen. Otis has before been directed 
to keep in communication with Aguinaldo 
and explain the friendly purposes of this 
yovernment, but the point is made that if 
the commission now on the way to the 
Philippines or one of its members, should 
be directed to confer with Aguinaldo, as 
Mr. Porter was instructed to do with Go- 
mez and explain the wishes of the Presi- 
dent. a different aspect would be placed 
on the situation, 

If the President chose to do so, he could, 
with propriety, have a conversation with 
Agoncillo, who represents Aguinaldo, and 
explain the purposes of this Government. 
Agoncillo has made himself distasteful to 
this Government, however, because of his 
action in making public the documents he 
submitted to the State Department and 
sending cablegrams to his chief advising 
him of the developments in the situation.

MEANS WAR 


English Press and Public Men 
Are Sure of It. 


“DEEDS” ARE NOW CALLED FOR. 


MASSING OF TROOPS ACROSS THE 
CHANNEL A MENACE. 


Member of the Cabinet Gives Out an 
Interview in Paris and De- 
clares That a Conflict Is 
Inevitable. 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—An alleged interview 
with the French: Minister of Marine, M. 
Lockroy, published in a Rome paper, has 
created great stir in official quarters in 
London, as it is held to show that France 
has in nowise buried the hatchet, but is de- 
termined to attack Great Britain at the 
first opportunity. 

M. Lockroy begins by describing the Brit- 
ish naval organization as being “all hum- 
bug’ and saying “The English have only 
the brutal force of numbers.” 

The Minister of Marine is also quoted as 
declaring that war with Great Britain is 
inevitab'e, and he is said to have added 


in consequence: ‘“‘Let England continue to 
construct big warships. r naval pro- 
gramme jis steel plated, powerful, swift 
cruisers, torpedo boat destroyers and sub- 
marine boats.’”’ 

The British newspapers have apparently 
taken these utterances seriously and are 
urging the Government to reply “to words 
with deeds.”’ 

These French menaces seem to accord 
with confidential information to the effect 
that military and naval circles here are 
convinced that France means war. Secret 
advices, it appears, have been received at 
the British War Office showing that the 
French authorities are noiselessly prepar- 
ing for the struggle. In fact, it is even 
said the Napoleonic idea of an invasion of 
Great Britain is revolving in the minds of 
the French military authorities, and, at 
the present moment, a gradual but silent 
movement of troops is said to be proceeding 
towards the Northern coast of France 
where, in two months’ time, it is asserted.

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THE ARMY BILL. 


The army bi!) which passed the House fixes the maximum 
at 100,000 men, but empowers the President to reduce it one- 
half in his discretion. 

This is a sinvular provision. It seems to place the regula- 
tion of the miiitary in the hands of the President to an ex- 
tent never contemplated in the constitution. 

The discretion of a weak President is sure to be the discre- 
tion of the men who control him, or to whom he is under 
Obligations for political assistance, campaign contributions, 
etc. What use such men would make of the army in certain 
conceivable emergencies nobody knows, but experience of this 
and other governments show the danger of letting the army 
fallijato the control of class. And it is no answer to say that 
this vice can be cured by subsequent legislation. The bill 
once a law, its repeal or amendment will be very difficult if it 
contains provisicns which are likely to be helpful to special 
interests. 

The number of soldiers should be fixed+by Congress. It is 
@ legislative duty. To refers it to executive discretion is to 
Gelegute a power to another department and decline a duty 
Whieh the Legisiature only should discharge.

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SECRETARY WILSON’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Gen. Miles and the scores of army officers and privates who 
have asserted that beef supplied in the Cuban campaign was 
bad are to be “discredited’’ by Agricultural Secretary Wilson 
and his 100 meat Inspectora. 

The Agricultural Department publishes ponderous annual 
volumes, containing colored diagrams on meat and its diseases. 
The ‘nan who works the test tubes and other apparatus from 
Which these diagrams are made is Chemist Wiley. It is 
Chemist Wiley s scientific opinions that rule the Agricultural 
Department, and presumably the 100 meat inspectors, on the 
meat question. 

In S:ovember last, before the embalmed beef scandal at- 
taine'l its present proportions, Chemist Wiley made a public 
Statement that the proper time to eat meat is when it is thor- 
Oughiy “ripe.” He went so far as to assert that fowls are not 
fit tor food till their heads have rotted off. 

Chemist Wiley is a scientist. The 100 meat inspectors might 
be called sub-ecientists. Their knowledge is supposed to be 
of a semi-scientific character. And of course the views of 
Scientist Wiley will largely color their views. 

How much “ripe” meat do these 100 inspectors allow to pass 
every year’ How much “ripe” beef did they pass upon for the 
army contractors? ¥ 
_If they share Chemist Wiley's views, the presence of many 
tons of “ripe” beef on government transports and in soldiers’ 
mess tins is easily explained.

INACCURACY AND UNFAIRNESS. 


Con.menting on the revelations concerning the Excise Com- 
missioncr’s income the local Republican morning organ prac- 
tically charges Gov. Stephens with responsibility for the ex- 
cessive compensation paid the Excise Commissioner under the 
present fee system. It refers sarcastically to his ‘gigantic 
ideas of an excise commissioner's pay.” 

If the local Republican morning organ cannot be fair it 
should at least pay some attention to historical accuracy. It 
ought to know that Goy. Stephens found the Excise Commis- 
sioner’s office cstablished, with the fee system paying the 
Excise Commissioner between $25,000 and $30,000 a year, when 
he was elected Governor. More than this the 1. r. m. o. ought 
to know that so far from approving the exorbitant pay of 
the I2xcise Commissioner and Coal Oil Inspector the Governor 
two years ago, just after his election, sent a special message 
to the Legisiature in which he condemned the system which 
paid the Excise Commissioner more than all the State officers 
put together and recommended the substitution of salaries of 
$3000 or less, for fees in the fee offices of St. Louis. 

There ig still another reason why the 1. r. m. o. should pay 
attention to history in connection with the office. of Excise 
Commissioner in this city. The office would not have been 
established if Mayor Ziegenhein as Collector of the Revenue 
had not failed to collect saloon licenses and permitted so many 
scandalous abuses to creep into his saleon license department 
that a change of methods was imperative.

He must be 
credited with the disapproval of the fee grab offices and with 
a commendable attitude towards the Senate investigation.

Yet in his testimony before the Major Committee he 
states thatif he saw a woman enter a wineroom he “wouldn’t 
think anything about it” and that he doesn’t know that wine- 
rooms encouraze women to lead {mmoral lives.

In an 
executive session a Senator may say exactly 
what he pleases and about whomsoever he 
pleases. It gives him a chance to blow off 
steam, get rid of what venom there may 
be in his make-up and speak hig mind 
about men and measures. His words are 
never quoted exactly, there is no record of 
them and thev can never haunt him.

Contests No Better Soldiers 
Than Are Others.

CAMBRIDGE, Miss., Feb. 4.~The annual 
reports of the President and Treasurer of 
Hiarvard College to the Board of Overseers 
has been published. As usual, President 
Eliot’s comments on the record of the past 
year and his suggestions for the future con- 
tain many features of general interest. He 
sums up the record of Harvard enlistments 
in the war with Spa'n, which, according to 
the lateet returns. number about 400, and 
concludes as follows: 

“The effort of the President and Deans 
| Was to prevent hasty and inconsiderate en- 
listments. but not to discourage tHe enlist- 
ment of able-bodied young men of legal 
age, Whose family circumstances warranted 
“them to offer their lives to the country. So 
long as there are wars it will be exped.ent, 
especially in democracies. that the best ed- 
ucated young men bear their full shares in 
War's hardships and dangers, The highly 
educated class must skow itself as brave, 
tough and disinterested as any other, and 
as faithful to ideals. If its education has 
been fo it will show itseif superior in 
these respects to everv other clase.’ 

Pre sk lent Eliot refutes the popular idea 
that high scholars are usually men of poor 
physique by a table showing that whereas 
&? per cent of the whole number of students 
peas the phys.c al examination satisfactori- 
ly, this is done by SS per cent of the schol- 
arship winners. The President has leoked 
into the claim that the highly competitive 
athletic sports are especiailiv useful in de- 
veloping the qualities of a soldier, and has 
decided againet it, supporting his opinion 
by showing the small percentage of ath- 
letes among Harvard volunteers in the late 
war. 

Speaking of intercollegiate athletic con- 
testa. Pres. dent Kliot rem: arks that progress 
has been made in intelligent management, 
and that evils.of excessive training, though 
etill manifest, are lessened. He deprecates 
the intercollegiate freshman contests, and 
gives data showing the poor scholarship of 
men on freshman football teams. ‘‘Agree- 
able local competitions” is the substitute he 
would recommend for excessive intercolle- 
_giate competitions 

The question of shortening the college 
course to three vears is again brought up, 
and the plan supported by figures showing 
a large number cf men wha even now com- 
ylete all or nearly all of the requirements 
or the bachelor degree in three years. 

In reviewing the work of the d:fferent de- 
partments of the universitv. President Eliot 
mentions the embarrassment felt on all 
sides owing to the low rate of interest ac- 
cruing from the several endowment funds. 
Among the more pressing needs of the uni- 
versity are mentioned those of a new reci- 

tation hall for some of the departments, a 
building for the architectural department, 
a furnished dormitorv for short residence 
— and increased endowments gener-

States, delivered a lecture at the Four- 
teenth Street Theater Friday night for the 
benent of the St. Louis Colored Orphans’ 
Home Building Fund. 

His subject was “Solving the Negro 
Problem in the Black Belt of the South.” 

Here are scme sentences: 

“The negro will find himself valued and 
appreciated as a citizen in proportion as 
he learns to do somerhing, as well or better 
than any one else. * * * The negro 
works in cotton and has no trouble so long 
as his labor is confined to the lower forms 
of work, but when he attempts to follow 
the bale through the mill, Where the larger 
profits appear, he is told he is not wanted. 

* * * The negro must become in a 
larger measure an irtelligent producer, as 
well as a consumer. * * * Industrial ed- 
ucation will not only help the negro in the 
way of industrial improvement, but it will 
bring about more satisfactory relations be- 
tween him and the Southern white man.” 

The lecture was followed by a banquet 
tendered Prof. Washirgton by leading col- 
ored citizens.
